The apolicant argues that Dworkin does 
not suggest the phrase timeliness. Although the phrase timeliness is not mention, the 
scope of the invention leaves it open for the user to include timeliness. Dworkin 
teaches a system where a user can choose an expert based on any criteria (See col. 5. 
line 1-6 of Dworkin). The users pick their criteria, as mentioned in the Final Office 
Action those criteria could be anything, time, length of answers, oualitvect.. In response 
to Aoplicant's argueements regarding the Examiner conlucing her modivation. the 
examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established bv combining or 
modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is 
some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references 
themselves or in the knowledge aenerallv available to one of ordinary skill in the 
art.
